Consideration of the Report of 7th March, 1953,

Consideration of the report of the Committee of 
Privileges in Shri V. D. Deshpande’s case 

Mr. Speaker the other item on the Agenda is : ‘Considera- 
tion of the Report of the Committee of Privileges in respect 
of Shri V.D. Deshpande’s case. 

Shri B. Bamkrishna Rao : Mr. Speaker, Sir, The Report 
has be^ presented already and before I move for the con- 
sideration of the Report, I would like to make a few observa- 
tions. 

The report deals with matters which preceded the incident 
and which followed the incident. It relates to certain re- 
marks which wefe made by the hon. leader of the Opposition 
during the course of the debate and following, perhaps, the 
ruling given by you, Sir. I do not wish to discuss the matters 
in the report, because I feel it will serve no useful purpose. 
At the same time, I feel it my duty to make one or two ob- 
servations and. request my friend the hon. Leader of the 
Opposition to consider the circumstances in which the remarks 
were made and regarding which there was a motion made by 
me for a breach of privilege ; and I am sure, if he considers 
those circumstances and takes them into account, he will agree 
with me that, in the heat of the moment caused by the discus- 
sions that preceded that incident and soon after when it was 
followed by the ruling of the hon. the Speaker, certain words 
came out ; and I am sure he will also agree that those words 
were derogatory to the respect of the hon. the Speaker. 
I have absolutely no hesitation in saying that the hon. Leader 
of the Opposition would agree with me and he does agr^ 
that if those words were used they tend to tell qpon the tUgnity 
of the hon. the Speaker in whom the dignity of the whole 
House in concentrated. On this point, there is absolutely ho 
difference of opiiiion. I think, among members of the House. 
Ihe hon. Leader of the Opposition of course has stated that 
he does not quite remember whether the same wor^ 
that were ascribed to him were uttered by him. It jis 
quite possible. 1 have on many occasions and many of te' 
members too have uttered certain words in the he^t of the 
debate which we did not really intend and on all such pcca^o:^ , 
the convention and tradition is to express regret espeeiaitty in 
a matter where the disrespect alleged is towards hoq. the 
Speaker of the House. As far as the parties arq -^meemM-- 
t^hether they are the lieaders of the party, hr otheiineinBers 
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of the Party—sometimes it does happen that the limits of 
parliamentary language are exceeded but they do not form 
the subject of such motions because they are more or less 
permissible in a way. I have myself exceeded on certain 
times these limits and have immediately, as soon as I felt 
that I had exceeded the limits, have apologised profusely to 
the House and to the hon. Members against' whom I used 
those harsh words. So, this is a case in which there was a 
certain background, — and if I may say so, provocation — 
not on the part of the hon. the Speaker ; I am referring to the 
other members — from my side which must have put the hon. 
Leader of the Opposition off his mettle and must have caused 
certain irritation, certain amount of irresistibility of temper, 
which expressed itself in the form of those remarks. But all 
the san.e, the fact remains that, as those remarks were passed in 
respect of the hon. the Speaker, I thought it my painful duty 
to move a motion cf that sort. Before the report of the 
Privileges’ Committee comes up for consideration before the 
House, I would make a suggestion to the hon. Leader of the 
Opposition to consider these aspects which I have just now 
mentioned and it would certainly redound to the credit of 
this House and to the credit of the hon. the Leader of the 
Opposition himself if he expresses his imqualified regret with 
regard to this matter and the House thereafter to consider 
the matter as ‘ closed ’. I make this suggestion for his con- 
sideration and acceptance.

Business of the House 

Shri Ramakrishnu Rao .* I would like to make a sug* 
gestion. Sir. I have received a note, from several hon. 
Members of the House. You will remember; Sir, thM^ we 
nave fixed the morning time for the Assembly Session and I 
have reported to you, Sir, that a majority of the raambers Of 
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the Congress Party, at any rate, were in favour of fixing the 
time in the mornings, from 8-30 a.m. My report was quite 
correct because I consulted the party members. But probably 
some members were not present at the meeting and later on, 
it was represented to me that the opinion that was expressed 
in that meeting was not representative of the full party opi- 
nion. I consulted the leader of the Opposition ; and he too 
felt that the time as now fixed would be mconvenient for 
all members. It now appears to me on a reconsideration of 
the whole question that the morning hours would perhaps 
be inconvenient to more members. A few persons •will still 
like it but many members of the House do feel that the time 
should be from 2-30 or 3 p.m. — ^whatever it is till perhaps 
even a little later, say 8 or 8-30 p.m. ; but they do not seem 
to be inclined to work in the mornings. One of the reasons 
that was expressed was that the hon. Members who are hav- 
ing their meals in hotels will not be able to get their meals 
if they stay away here till 1.30 in the afternoon. There are 
also our reasons. Some Officers of Government who have 
to be present in the House for some reason or other will have 
to spend the whole of the forenoon here till about 1 . 30 and 
they will have hardly any time left to attend to their other 
work. Similarly some Ministers also feel that they would be 
able to work the whole of the morning in their offices and 
departments and then attend the session in the afternoon 
with the full evening before them to transact assembly busi- 
ness. I think on a consideration of all these facts if you will 
kindly agree to change the decision already taken it will be 
convenient to all sections of the House. I understand that 
the hon. Leader of the Opposition is quite agreeable to my 
proposal: in fact, I had a discussion the other day and he 
said it was for my lack of agreement that the original time 
had been changed. If that is so, I want to fall in line with 
his opinion now and would request you, Sir, to revise the 
dasMon. 


Mr. Spiedker: We have taken the decision only a few 
days hgo. Even at that time when certain representations 
were made I said that we shall give a trial for some days and 
then see. So, your proposal will he taken up for considera- 
tion sometime later. The House has once taken a decision . 
tod I think it would he better if that decision is folldwed for 
sometime. 1 dh not close this matter but what I say is that 
sometime later, we shall take up this question for reconsidefa- 
tion. Tdl then, we shall inee^ as dedded, at 8-80 a.m. That 
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day I said we shall work from 8-30 to 1-30 p.m. That de- 
pends of course on the work we have to do ; and if we can 
,close earlier, say, by 1 . 0 ’ clock, it will be well and good.
